a chearful Reconciliation, would avail but little, they 
have been alfo very importunate with us in many of theit 
Pamphlets, to exemplify our Terms, that they might be 
the better able to judge how far our Conſciencious De- 
mands might be conſiſtent with the Honour of God, the

Now, in anſwer to this High Church Gentleman's 
Demands, who is pleaſed in this Caſe to put on tHe Coun- 
tenance of a Moderator, and ſeems very inclinable to 
have a healing of thoſe Diviſions which we are too ſenſi- 
ble are likely enough to produce very troubleſome, if 
not terrible — if Ways and Means be not 
ſpeedily found out to reconcile our unhappy Differen- 
ces, which the finiſter Managements of {ome ambitious- 
Perſons daily widen for their own private Intereſt, ab- 
ſtractedly conſider d from all publick Advantages. We 
ſay, in anſwer to all that has been objected againſt us by

4 be, a very juſt Moral Man; yet, when he came into 
* his Kingdom, he wholly neglected to ſee the Lord's 
<« Service truly executed ; and out of a politick Con- 
* ceit, as he conceived, to ſecure himſelf and his Po- 
* ſterity in his newly gotten Power and Authority, he 
* caſt out the Prieſts of the Lord, the Sons of Aaron, 
* that were the laufu Governors, and the true Servers. 
* of God, and gathered together a Company of Novi- 
"res and ybung Fellows, the loweſt and baſeſt of the 
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People, that were not of the Sons of Aaron; and that, 
« for fome ſmall Preferment, would both ſay and do 
& whatſoever he pleaſed, and ſerve what God ſoever he 
„ commanded, and with what Service ſoever he liked, 
© he made them Prieſts of his High Places, to offer 
“ Sacrifices. to his ow Gods : And therefore is he 


« ſaid ta make Iſrael to ſin; and God ſoon rooted him 
and his Poſterity out of that Kingdom, that God had 
4 given unto him. . 


« And ſo he can do with all thoſe Kings and Mo- 
e narchs, whatfoever they be, that by their timorous 
« conniving with Secs, or a popular favouring either 
« the greater Part, or the ſtronger Side, do think it the 
© moſt politick Courſe, to be ſecurely eſtabliſhed, and 
* ſo ſuffer the Service of God to be either neglected, 
* or perverted, and the faithful Governors of his Church 
* to be Jupproſſed, through the impetuous Importunity 
* of aſpiring Emulators, or the clamorous Deſire of ig- 
„ norant Vulgars z whereas the beſt Policy in the World 
to preſerve them, is, to be Men of Courage, to uphold 
the true Setvice of God; this Fortitude being a Ver- 


e tue moſt neceſſary both for the Prince and the Preach- 


cer, quia Timiditas eorum, eſt Calamitas multorum, be- 
e caufe their Fear will become the Fall of many; when 
the one dares not ſay the Truth, and the other will 
* not do what is juſt, or will do what is unjuſt, for 
very Fear: Whereas the upholding of God's right Ser- 
vice, is able to uphold them againſt all Opponents. 


« And therefore, that the true Service of God might 
ebe preſerved, uncorrupted, and unchanged, | by all. 
„Kings and Monarchs; which is the chiefeſt _
